| This ſecond Lay of Earth was two foot thick; the 
Colour of it was yellow, ſomething mixc : its Odour 
"very ſtro d mipexal, ang.heingexpos'd-yo the Sun 
fot pl while! ic ſme}'d like "© Way "a tx they 
met with a Quickſand of a darker Colour than the 
firſt Earth, mixt with ſeveral little black Stones ; the 
Smell was ſtronger than before; Two foot further 
under this Quickſand a hard Rock appeared, out of 
- which the Water guſh'd our. They dug two Wells 
at-aþout feven;Foot diſtance from each/other. The 
Bigneſs 4s between 8 aid g Foot deep fromtits own 
Surface, and 12 from the Surface of the Ground a- 
bour it, and reacheth the Rock. The other Well is 
not ſo deep by two Foot, and only toucheth the 
Sand. . The firſt js ſtronger of the Spirir, and the 
Mineral is more ferruginous, but the ſecond. is 
ſtronger of the Sulphur. 

IH. Two Drams of the ſecond Lay of Earth, 
found in digging theſe Wells, being pur into four 
Ounces of Spirit of Vinegar, there preſently aroſe a 
conſiderable Ebullition, and ſoon after the Spirit 
| was tingd with a yellow browny Colour. This 
 Tijnfure ſufferd no Alteration with the Infuſion of 
© Logwood, nor with Galls, buc wich Oil of Tartar p. 
© deliq. rurn'd greeniſh, and with the Tinure of Lig- 
— aum Nephriticum, of a pale Red. 

Þ IV. This Water taken up at the Well, , _ 
 grdi limpid; but grows ſomething whitiſh in 
WR "08 a” quarter 
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a quarter of an Hour, and in half' an Hour the 
Spirit is loſt, andthe: Wherd hangs firſt 0n the ſides 
of the Glaſs, "and then/ falls gradually tothe bottom ; 
and if a Bottle with this Water be never ſo well 
ſtop'd, it will not keep its Spirit. Tts Taſte is Maſcu- 
line ind auſtere. The Smell is mineral and ftrong, 
much upon the Sulphur, eſpecially che little Well.

IX.” The Weight of ir'vaties Math according ro” | 
the Seaſons and Weather. In May 1704, it ehked 
three Graihs lighter than common Water jn the 
Quantity of a Pound,” In the Spring of 1705,'It. 
was equal in Weight with common Water ; but in 
the Month: of Auguſt of the ſame Year, the Weight 
was conſiderably increas'd, becauſe of che exceeding 
dry Weather of chat Summer z which #ttade the Wa-' 
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ter. ſo ſtrong with the Mineral, that it loſt- its Lim- 
pidity. In general about Midſummer, if the Wea- * 
ther is not over dry, the Weight of this Water is 
equal ro common. Water. 

X. A lingle Grain Weight of Gall will turn a Pint 
and a half of this Water of a yery noble deep red, 
and that in an inftant. Syrup of Yiolets turns it of 
a Graſs-green. With the Infuſion of Braff it giverh 
a deep lovely blue.: - With that of Lignum Nephri- 
ticum, firſt a light green, then a light yellow, with 
a blue Crown on the Surface: With the Infuſion 
of Logwood a blue black: With that of Fuſtick Wood, 
a dusky yellow : With the Flowers of Pomegranates, 
a fair Violet: With Leaves of Green. Thea, a fine 
purpliſh blue: Witch good Nants Brandy, an elc- 
gant Sky Colour. _ STR 

XI. This Water turns a Solution, of the Sugar of 
Lead milky in one inſtant; and even; che Solution 
of Sublimate in a quarter of,an hour. But Oil of 
Tartar, Spirit of Y'itriol, Spirit of Sal Armoniac, make 
no Alteration with it. 

XI. In calm Weather a thick fat Film covers the 
Surface of this Water, of more Variety of Colours 
than a Rainbow: A Spoonful of ic drunk hath the 
EffeR of, and compoleth as much to Sleep as a mo- 
derate Doſe of Opium. Being dry d by Evaporation, 
it taſted very far, and .ſet Þ between; the Fingers. 
- Some of this Powder being caſt upon a: red hor 
Iron, moſt of it immediately conſum'd away with 
ſome Sparkling ; apd what remaind was of the Cor 
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tour of Ruſt of Iron, and taſted partly Stiptick and 
Earthy, and partly Salted. 

XII. By gentle Evaporation this Water yeilds a 
yellowiſh Sediment, more or lels, according to the 
Seaſons. Laſt Spring a Quart yeilded bur {1x Grains 
of it; bur in September following it afforded me 
about nine. Whereas a Pound of Tunbridge Water 

ave but one Grain Weight of this Sediment to the 
Honourable Robert Boyle, as may beſcen in his Short 
Memoirs of Mineral Waters ; ſo that when theſe Wa- 
ters are weakeſt, they are three to one ſtronger of 
the Mineral than that 'of Tunbridge. 

XIV. This abovementioned Sediment being 
boil'd in River Water, made a ſtrong Lixivium, with 
which the Ti&ure ob Galls, nor that of Braſil, nor 
that of Logwood, nor the Solution of Sugar of Lead, 
made no remarkable Alteration : But Syrup of 
Violets turn'd it. green, Spirit of Nitre, Spiric. of 
Sulphur, caus'd no ſenſible Fermentation. -q4 

XV. Some of the aforeſaid Lixivium being gently 
evaporated, yeilded a fat ſulphureous kind of Sale. 
There is more or leſs of this Salt, according to the 
Seaſons; This Spring I had about two Grains of 
it out of ten Grains of Sediment ; but laſt Autumn 
I had about three. | 

XVI. The Stones on, and the Chanel in which 
this Water glides along, is always lind with a 
yellow hard Cruſt. 
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XVII. I will at preſent ſuperſede ſeveral more 
"Experiments made upon, this Subject, deſigning, 
God willing, to enlarge upon it another time; and 
I have reaſon to hope here is enough . to ſhow, 
1. That what ſome have ſaid; that this Water 
was Artificial ; others, that it was ting'd with Cop- 
-per ; others, that it comes from the Tan-Pits of the

2. That this Water is animated with a conſider- 
able Quantity of a fine volatile ſulphureous Spirit, 
admirably ſympathizing with that of our Body.

|. quid Sulphur, a Liquamen Martis, Tron in Embrio, and. 
that to three times as much. more as Tunbridge Wa- 
ter, to which it is alſo preferable on account of its 
-not being ſo fixt. | 
| | 4:\ That there is in it an akcaleons ſulphureous Salt, 
to about a fourth part of the whole mineral Sub- 
Ftance; and that it is of the ſame Nature with the 
Sale found in the German Spaw-Water.
